preservation of the health adapted to monastic use, miscellaneous 
recipes, John of Bordeaux’s famous tract on the plague, and an adapta-

Abbot of Muchelney, 1470-1489. There are also nearly, contemporary 

copies of letters giving news of the battle of Halidon Hill and other 
events, moral ‘verses in English and a collection of metrical epigrams.

This hint, together with certain variations in the rubrics and offices 
and in particularly in the forms used in the Marriage Service, induced 
a former owner, Rev. W. H. Maskell, to believe that the book belonged 
to an otherwise lost “ Use of Bangor.”

The volume was apparently written in connection with the re- 
building of the Chapel of the Blessed Virgin at Tongerloo, which 
was opened and dedicated in 1553. 'The initial letters are the work 
of two artists—one of whom is only responsible for the initials in 
the first 185 leaves.

For this book and the second edition of c. 1487 Caxton used much 
larger paper than for any other productions of his press (Cp. Blades ITI, 
p. 151, no. 53) and this copy with its magnificent margins (the edges 
in many cases practically untrimmed) is the largest recorded, the next 
largest being Bishop Moore’s copy in Cambridge University Library. 
The Cambridge copy has been partly spoilt by having the cuts “ daubed 
with a green wash” (Blades, p.183), while in this copy they are 
entirely uncoloured. The larger cuts extend across the page and 
measure about 6$in. by 44in., while the smaller ones are the width 
of a single column and measure about 4 in. by 3in. They are of the 
greatest importance in the history of English woodcutting and their 
superiority in design, size and execution over their predecessors in 
Caxton’s books can be seen by comparing them with the cuts in 
the Parvus et Magnus Catho (? 1481), Mirrour of the World, 1481, 
and Game and Play of the Chess (? 1481), the first three books with 
woodcuts printed in Hngland. 


Gordon Duff in his Fifteenth Century English Books (no. 409) 
notes that it is impossible to separate definitely copies of Caxton’s two 
editions of the Golden Legend as so many have been made up indis- 
criminately with leaves from either. The present copy is a “ mixed ” 
one and a number of the leaves are from the second edition, but it is 
obvious from the size of the leaves that this is how it was originally 
published.

This hint, together with certain variations in the rubrics and offices 
and in particularly in the forms used in the Marriage Service, induced 
a former owner, Rev. W. H. Maskell, to believe that the book belonged 
to an otherwise lost “Use of Bangor.”

It belonged to Richard Fitzjames, 
Bishop of London (1506-1521) and afterwards to his successor Cuthbert 
Tunstall. At the foot of the page containing the Prayer for Departed 
Souls [195 verso] is an autograph inscription by Fitzjames asking 
for prayers for himself and his father and mother, and on the last 
page the following inscription in what is probably Cuthbert Tunstall’s 
handwriting ‘“ Missale Reverendi Patris Rici Fitzjames nuper London.

The volume was apparently written in connection with the re- 
building of the Chapel of the Blessed Virgin at Tongerloo, which 
was opened and dedicated in 1553, The initial letters are the work 
of two artists—one of whom is only responsible for the initials in 
the first 135 leaves. The remaining initials, and probably also the 
miniatures, are the work of a second artist, who, it has been suggested, 
was the abbot himself. The reasons for this assumption are: The 
initials in the earlier part of the volume are mostly of the ordinary

The original provenance of this interesting and unusual manuscript 
remains to be determined. The Calendar is not of Carthusian type 
so that we must look elsewhere than Buxheim for an answer to the 
question.

For this book and the second edition of c. 1487 Caxton used much 
larger paper than for any other productions of his press (Cp. Blades IT, 
p. 151, no. 58) and this copy with its magnificent margins (the edges 
in many cases practically untrimmed) is the largest recorded, the next 
largest being Bishop Moore’s copy in Cambridge University Library. 
The Cambridge copy has been partly spoilt by having the cuts “ daubed 
with a green wash” (Blades, p. 183), while in this copy they are 
entirely uncoloured. The larger cuts extend across the page and 
measure about 6$in. by 44 in., while the smaller ones are the width 
of a single column and measure about 4 in. by 3in. They are of the 
greatest importance in the history of English woodcutting and their 
superiority in design, size and execution over their predecessors in 
Caxton’s books can be seen by comparing them with the cuts in 
the Parvus et Magnus Catho (? 1481), Mirrour of the World, 1481, 
and Game and Play of the Chess (? 1481), the first three books with 
woodcuts printed in England. 


Gordon Duff in his Fifteenth Century English Books (no, 409) 
notes that it is impossible to separate definitely copies of Caxton’s two 
editions of the Golden Legend as so many have been made up indis- 
criminately with leaves from either. The present copy is a “ mixed ” 
one and a number of the leaves are from the second edition, but it is 
obvious from the size of the leaves that this is how it was originally 
published.
